Bad checks are no longer a men- 
jce to the merchants of Royal Oak, 
Mich. Cooperating with the Royal 
O a k 
Police 
Department, 
th e 
Chamber of Commerce has evol­ 
ved a telephone relay service to 
inform the local merchants of bad 
check activity in the community. 
A letter was sent to all retail 
merchants explaining the “ Relay 
Service” and asking their cooper­ 
ation in the venture, with IOO per­ 
cent favorable response to the let­ 
ter. 
The 150 members of the Relay 
Service are divided into groups of 
five, with a lead-off merchant re­ 
sponsible for calling the five other 
merchants on his team. From the 
Chamber, each merchant was pro­ 
vided with a sticker on which is 
printed the names and telephone 
numbers of the five members of 
ii is group. The sticker is within 
easy view from the phone, and is 
kept periodically up to date. 
When the Chamber or Police 
Department is informed of bad 
check passers in the community, 
a description of passers, checks, 
denomination, etc., is telephoned 
to the lead-off merchant, who in 
turn passes along the information 
to the other members of his group, 
and in a few minutes, all mer­ 
chants are alerted. 
The idea stemmed from the fact 
that in February the Chamber at­ 
tempted to make 150 calls from its 
office to advise the merchants in­ 
dividually, and it took well over 
six hours to make all calls. 
The first venture was highly 
successful because not a single 
check involved in a check book 
robbery was cashed in Royal Oak. 
However, 32 checks were cashed 
in the surrounding communities. 
Before the Telephone Relay Ser­ 
vice .was p u t into operation, de­ 
tails were explained to the Police 
Department officials by the Royal 
Oaks Chamber of Commerce man­ 
ager, and together, details were 
worked out. The service has been 
put into operation four times over 
a period of 90 days since it was 
started; sinee then, bad check pas­ 
sing has been minimized to not 
a single function in the past 90 
days.— Lake County Banner (T ip ­ 
tonville, Tenn.)

Farmers Who Stored 
Soybeans Have Chance 
To Gain Nice Profit 
COLUMBIA 
Missouri farmers 
who stored their soybeans at h ar­ 
vest time last fall stand to gain 
a nice profit from their storage 
operations, says .T 
M. Ragsdale, 
extension marketing specialist at 
thc University of Missouri. 
Average farm price received by 
Missourians for soybeans last Sept­ 
ember was $2.32 per bushel. At the 
present time. b<>nns are moving 
from 
stcrage 
into 
commercial 
channels at $3 a bushel, an In­ 
crease of 68 cents over the price 
last fall. 
Storage costs average from 15 to 
25 cents a bushel depending upon 
the type of structure, 
length 
of 
storage and other factors. As a re­ 
sult, many farmers have been able 
to pay the entire cost of new stor­ 
age structure in one year and still 
have money left. As an illustration. 
Ragsdale quotes figures showing 
that a new metal. 1.000 bushel bin, 
put up on the farm, costs about 
$400 or 40 cents a bushel. 
In five out of the* past six years, 
bean storage has made farmers 
money. The other, holding did not 
make the farmer anything, but. on 
the other hand, did pay storage 
costs. 
Soybean acreage and production 
is expected to be large again in 
1954. About 30 million acres of 
land is to be taken out of corn, 
wheat, cotton and other crops un­ 
der acreage control and probablv 
three to four million acres of this j 
land will hi* planted to soybeans, j 
Since soybean oil is in a surplus 
position, it is unlikely that bean ; 
prices will go very much above $3 
per bushel And exports have fal­ 
len off because of high domestic 
prices. Ragsdale says.

As if February w eather w ere 
not a era^e enough affliction, this 
is also the tim e when we begin 
the m easles season No one seem ' 
to know exactlv whv em'iionvcs of 
m easles occur at the end of w inter 
ever*’ second or th’rd vear. Bu* 
doctors, school teachers and p a r ­ 
en ts all know that thee do. 
This is the tim e of re a r to be 
suspicious of every cold that a chil** 
b a r During a m easles epidem ic 
if a ch’ld develops sym ptom s of a 
head cold. he should be kept hem e 
from school and away from other 
children, 
especially

from 
babies. The disease is infectious 
from the tim e the first signs ap­ 
pear — fever, runny nose. slight 
cough, and red, w atery eves. The 
doctor should be calh'd at once. H" 
mav use gam m a globulin which 
acts to prevent or modify m easles 
for a lim ited tim e, especially if 
the child is ill at the sam e tim e 
with- another disease, particularly 
tuberculosis. 
If there are other 
young children in the fam ily, gam ­ 
ma globulin m av be given if the 
tim e of exposure is known. 
The “ head cold” sym ptom s come 
about ten days after the child has 
been exposed to a case of m easles. 
The next signal is the appearance 
of spots on the inside of the mouth. 
Within a few days the typical skin 
rash begins on the face and neck j 
and gradually spreads to the trunk, 
arm s, and legs. 
The child feels m iserable. The 
rash lasts about a week, and he 
ft'els sickest while it is at its height. 
As the rash fades, he begins to 
feel better, and the problem is to 
keep him in bed until the doctor 
says if s safe for him to get up.

Starting Seeds Good Fun 
and Teaches Garden Skill 


A wick - watered* seed box 
keeps the soil always moist, 
never too wet. 


Seeds can be sown in rows, 
or broadcast; plants can be 
thinned out, or transplanted. 


To prevent fungous disease sow seeds in thin layer of 
sphagnum moss sifted over the soil. 


There are many rewards to be 
won by the garden hobbyist who 
learns the simple techniques of 
starting seeds under protection, 
weeks before they can be safely 
sown outdoors. 
The saving in money is con­ 
siderable, but the knowledge of 
plant growth which is acquired 
is even more valuable. 
Exactly the varieties wanted 
can be grown rather than de­ 
pending on the limited choice 
available in the plant market. 
Whether seeds are started in a 
greenhouse, hotbed, cold frame 
or in the home, the management 
of a seed-box is much the same. 
Begin with a seed box which 
holds sufficient soil. To biing 
each plant to transplanting size 
will require 8 cubic inches. Any 
wooden box will do, which is 
two to three inches deep Avoid 
cardboard containers too small 
and flimsy to do the job 
The problem of watering can 
be solved by boring a small hole 
in the center of the box bottom. 
Pass through it a 6-inch piece of 
clothes line or a fibre-glass wick, 
sold for the purpose. The top of 
this wick should be frayed and 
embedded in the soil and the 
bottom should drop into a pan 
below the box. Water from this 
pan will be drawn by the wiek 
up to the soil, which will keep 
moist as long as there is water in 
the pan. 
Use good potting soil such as 
seedsmen and florists sell. Get 
also a small 
amount of dry 
sphagnum moss, the anti-biotic 
of the garden. This moss de­ 
stroys moulds and fungi. Rub it 
through a kitchen sieve and put 


a layer ^-inch deep on top of 
the soil. Seeds sown on the moss 
will never be attacked by the 
“damping off” disease. 
Spread the moss evenly, and 
press down with a block of wood. 
Sow the seed directly on it. Cover 
with sifted moss, pressed down. 
Keep the box in dim light with 
soil always moist until the first 
sprouts appear, then move the 
box to the sunniest window you 
have. 
If there is not sufficient light 
the plants will grow tall and thin, 
bending 
toward 
the 
window. 
Bending occurs when growth is 
vigorous, also, and may be cor­ 
rected by turning the box around 
every day, or standing a mirror, 
or a sheet of white cardboard 
bthind the box to reflect the light 
of the sun on the plants. Spindly 
growth calls for additional light 
and this can be supplied by add­ 
ing an electric lamp to the day­ 
light. 
Keep seed boxes away from 
radiators. Seedlings will thrive 
in temperatures you find comfort­ 
able, 65 to 75 degrees. They need 
good ventilation, as you do. As a 
rule more seedlings will come 
up than the box has room to 
mature. You must thin them out, 
to stand an inch or two apart 
each way, or transplant them to 
other boxes where they will have 
this room. The later you start 
the seed, the less room will be 
needed. 
All plants should be 
moved to the garden as soon as 
it is safe from frost and those 
started late may not be crowded 
before then. 
The 
same methods m ay be 
used to start all annual flowers 
and many vegetables indoors.

Starting Seeds Good Fun 
and Teaches Garden Skill 


A wick - watered* seed box 
keeps the soil always moist, 
never too wet. 


Seeds can be sown in rows, 
or broadcast; plants can be 
thinned out, or transplanted.

To prevent fungous disease sow seeds in thin layer of 
sphagnum moss sifted over the soil. 


There are many rewards to be 
won by the garden hobbyist who 
learns the simple techniques of 
starting seeds under protection, 
weeks before they can be safely 
sown outdoors. 
The saving in money is con­ 
siderable, but the knowledge of 
plant growth which is acquired 
is even more valuable. 
Exactly the varieties wanted 
can be grown rather than de­ 
pending on the limited choice 
available in the plant market. 
Whether seeds are started in a 
greenhouse, hotbed, cold frame 
or in the home, the management 
of a seed-box is much the same. 
Begin with a seed box which 
holds sufficient soil. To bring 
each plant to transplanting size 
will require 8 cubic inches. Any 
wooden box will do, which is 
two to three inches deep. Avoid 
cardboard containers too small 
and flimsy to do the job 
The problem of watering can 
be solved by boring a small hole 
in the center of the box bottom. 
Pass through it a 6-inch piece of 
clothes line or a fibre glass wick, 
sold for the purpose. The top of 
this wick should be frayed and 
embedded in the soil and the 
bottom should drop into a pan 
below the box. W ater from this 
pan will be drawn by the wick 
up to the soil, which will keep 
moist as long as there is water in 
the pan. 
Use good potting soil such as 
seedsmen and florists sell. Get 
also a small 
amount of dry 
sphagnum moss, the anti-biotic 
of the garden. This moss de­ 
stroys moulds and fungi. Rub it 
through a kitchen sieve and put

a layer H-inch deep on top of 
the soil. Seeds sown on the moss 
will never be attacked by the 
“damping off’’ disease. 
Spread the moss evenly, and 
press down with a block of wood. 
Sow the seed directly on it. Cover 
with sifted moss, pressed down. 
Keep the box in dim light with 
soil always moist until the first 
sprouts appear, then move the 
box to the sunniest window you 
have. 
If there is not sufficient light 
the plants will grow tall and thin, 
bending 
toward 
the 
window. 
Bending occurs when growth is 
vigorous, also, and may be cor­ 
rected by turning the box around 
every day, or standing a m irror, 
or a sheet of white cardboard 
behind the box to reflect the light 
of the sun on the plants. Spindly 
growth calls for additional light 
and this can be supplied by add­ 
ing an electric lamp to the day­ 
light. 
Keep seed boxes away from 
radiators. Seedlings will thrive 
in tem peratures you find comfort­ 
able, 65 to 75 degrees. They need 
good ventilation, as you do. As a 
rule more seedlings will come 
up than the box has room to 
mature. You must thin them out, 
to stand an inch or two apart 
each way. or transplant them to 
other boxes where they will have 
this room. The later you start 
the seed, the less room will be 
needed. 
All plants should be 
moved to the garden as soon as 
it is safe from frost and those 
started late may not be crowded 
before then. 
The same methods m ay be 
used to start all annual flowers 
and many vegetables indoors.

A number of questions are being 
raised about proposed changes in 
the present farm program. Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower has sent his rec­ 
ommendations to Congress, and al­ 
though there is nothing new in the 
proposals, they wall make some 
changes in the operation of pres­ 
ent programs if enacted by Con­ 
gress. 
In the first place, it is proposed 
that the current ceiling on C.C.C 
funds be increased from (LL bil­ 
lion dollars to 8*2 billion dollars in 
order to insure the present price 
support commitments on 1953 and 
1954 crops. 
The second proposal is tho freez­ 
ing of about 
2M> 
billion dollars 
worth of current surplus, including 
cotton, wheat, vegetable oils and 
dairy products to insulate them 
from our stocks and handle them 
as a national emergency stock pile. 
The third proposal, and the one 
which is causing most of the dis­ 
cussion at this time, is the switch 
from rigid price supports for basic 
commodities to a flexible price sup­ 
port system. Under present legis­ 
lation. six basic commodities, in­ 
cluding cotton, w'heat, corn, rice 
and peanuts are supported by 90 
percent parity. Under the proposed 
legislation, the support level would 
be between 75 and 90 percent, de­ 
pending noon supply and demand. 
Supporters of the flexible price 
support program feel it would help 
direct production in line with con­ 
sumer preferences and would bring 
about a better balance among the 
various 
commodities. 
In

words, it w'ould tend to discourage 
’he production of these crops thai 
are now being produced in greatest 
surplus and encourage production 
of other products which are not in 
surplus.
